SUBJECT} Conversation with William Woodruff, of the Senate 

Appropriations Committee staff, regarding the Pueblo 

1. In a conversation with William Woodruff today, I sought to 
clarify some comments which he had made to Mr. Maury and me yes- 
terday regarding Senator Russell's deep interest in the Puebl o matter 
and Woodruff's statement that Senator Russell would undoubtedly want 
to talk with Mr. Helms about his role as DC1 in matters of this sort. 

2. Mr. Woodruff said that he has received no indication from 
Senator Russell that he wants anything from the Director on this, however. 
Woodruff assumes, since Senator Russell is deeply interested and concerned 
about the Pueblo problem, he will at some time in the future want to discuss 
this with the Director, not so much in terms of any Agency responsibility 

with the Pueblo but rather to have a better understanding of how operaticm*^ ^ j 
of this sort are handled generally.

3. In summary, these expressions from Woodruff are his 
speculation as to what Senator Russell will want rather than any reflection 
through Woodruff of the Senator's own views.
